Farm leaders point owt that a 
farm. building burns somewhere 
jin the United States every 15 
minutes and that more than 29 
per cet of the deaths Tron 
fires are in rural areas. . 

Carelessn 
of farm fires, the Michigan Ru- 
ral Fire Prevention 
reports. Tho Committee is made 
up of Michigan State College, 
State Department of Agriculture 
and ‘insurance and utility com- 
pany representatives. 

The Committee points out that 
190 per cent of the farm fires 
would haye been ‘prevented. 
About half of the prpoperty loss 
usually is.covered by insurance 
and about half is direct loss to 
farmers. — 

The’ Committee suggests this 
five-point program to help cut 
down fire losses: | 

1—Don’t overlvuad wires. When 
adding electrical divices such as 
motors or corn. driers, get an ex- 
pert to check if new circuits are 
needed. 

.2—Prohibit smoking in the 
barn or where flammable liquids 
are stored. 

3—Remember that gasoline can 


be dangerous..if..not properly 
stored. - 
4—Have proper hghtning rods 


installed on major. farm build- 
ings, with wires to ground them, 
and have them inspected yearly. 


5—Make a careful inspection 
of heating equipment and see 
that. chimeys are in good re- 


pair for the winter months.

A prior study by the 
same State and Federal agencies 
indicated that about one third of 
the eggs marketed in the North- 
Central Region were below Grade 
A’‘at the time the farmers sold 
them.

Avoid Loss From 
Shipping Fever, 
MSC Advises 


Cleaned-Pressed 
A few precautions can save 
Michigan farmers from serious 
losses from shipping fever in cat- 
tle, according to Dr. Glen Reed, 
extension veterinarian at Michi- 
gan State College. 

Shipping fever not only affects 
the cattle Michigan farmers pur- 
chase but frequently infects cattle 
already on the farm. Terrific 
losses by death and loss of weight 
result every fall, Dr. Reed says

‘~The main factor to remember, 
he says, is-that the-shipping fever 
symptoms. .occur wheh cattle are 
subjected to conditions that low- 
er their resistance to any infect- 
jon. ; 
He suggests-buying cattle dir- 
ect if at all possible, and moving 
the cattle directly to your farm 
from the area where they were 
raised. Move them when the wea- 
ther is favorable. If the trip is 
long, stop every 28 hours, rest 
eight hours, and feed and water 
the cattle during the rest period.
